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CHRISTMAS 
IN FINLAND 


On Christmas Eve, the cemeteries 
of Finland glow with the light of 
countless candles, turning graves of 
loved ones into a sparkling message 
of hope and certainty. 

It is a beautiful Christmas custom, 
ideally suited to this northern nation 
where winter nights are long. 
Evergreen wreaths are placed on the 
graves and candles are placed in 
lantern type holders or ‘‘ice buckets”’ 
(made by filling a pail with water and 
freezing for several hours; when the 
rest of the water is poured out an ice 
shell remains making a_ beautiful 
lantern type container for a candle). 

Christmas Eve is the big festive day 
in Finland. After the cemeteries are 
lit, and following a traditional Joulu- 
sauna, the festive meal is served. It 
may include lutefisk, ham, turkey, 
many different kinds of casseroles, 
rice pudding with a good luck almond 
for some lucky recipient and many 
other delicacies. Then comes 
Joulupukki! 

Joulupukki is Finnish for Santa 
Claus, but the word actually 
translates as ‘‘Christmas Goat’’. A 
pre-Christian custom was Nakkovaika 
or ‘‘throw time’’. Someone dressed 
as a goat or ram went from house to 
house and tossed small gifts in the 
door. Today the gift-giver dresses as 
Santa, but is still called Joulupukki as 
in ancient times. 

Christmas Day is a day for early

reunions. The day after Christmas is 
St. Stephen’s Day, a legal holiday, or 
Tapanin paiva, when friends and 
neighbours are visited.

FOREIGN TRADE SURPLUS 
KR.27 BILLION 
FIRST THREE QUARTERS 


STOCKHOLM - Sweden’s foreign 
trade during the first nine months of 
this year resulted in a surplus of 
Kr.26.7 billion ($3.8 billion), which 
compares with a surplus of Kr.8.53 
billion in January-September 1985. 
Exports were up 2% in value to 
Kr.194.2 billion, while imports noted 
a decline of 8% to Kr.167.5 billion, 
according to Statistics Sweden. 

September foreign trade showed a 
surplus of Kr.3.3 billion as against a 
surplus of Kr.1.5 billion in the same 
month last year. 

Lower oil prices this year are believ- 
ed to have contributed some Kr 
14-15 billion to the improvement in 
the trade balance. At the same time, 
however, the export value, excluding 
oil and ships, was up 4% while cor- 
responding import value decreased by 
1%. 

Imports of crude oil were up by 
13% over January-September to 12 
million tons and those of refined oil 
products by 18% to 7.6 million tons. 
The share of oil in total import value 
was 10%, down from 18% in the 
same period last year.

To The Shareholders 

It is with regret that | have not been 
able to inform you on the condition of 
the Scandinavian Centre Activities 
since May 20th, 1986, however | 
can assure you, your fellow directors 
and myself have been somewhat 
busy in the past six months. As you 
know our financial situation within 
the Centre has not been good. 
Therefore, we had to sell our West 
end property, which was sold on 
September 30, 1986 for a total 
amount of $300,000.00 That means 
a loss to the Centre, however, due to 
the economy and the fact that we did 
need the money very urgently, the 
land had been up for sale for the past 
year and we had very few people in- 
terested in the property. 

Since the land was sold we have 
cleaned up all our accounting with the 
Bank and with the City of Edmonton 
Land Department in regard to taxes, 
etc., and all other invoices which we 
had at the time. | am not very proud to 
advise you that only left us in our 
bank at that time $2,400.00, 
however, as | said earlier, we are star- 
ting on a new slate and we do have 
one piece of property in the 
downtown core which.is free and 
clear of any encumbrances. Hopeful 
that in the near future, the year 
1987, the outlook will be better. It is 
your Board of Directors and your 
Chairman’s opinion that we are look- 
ing into a proposal to change our ex- 


isting name from a _ Co-operative 
Association Ltd. to a multicultural 
society. If we do this and in co- 
operation with all our other ethnic 
groups we feel that we might be able 
to make a Scandinavian Centre News 
from all the Culture Centres and that 
we also can apply for grants from the 
City and the Province. The Board of 
Directors also thinks that there is a 
possibility that we might ba able to 
get out and get a building to set up a 
new Multicultural Centre for all our 
ethnic groups where we can all par- 
ticipate. 

| will try to get you some more in- 
formation in regards to the above in 
the next couple of news circulations. 

At our recent Board of Directors 
meeting on December 1st, 1986, it 
was unfortunate that we have a 
resignation by our Manager for the 
Scandinavian Centre News. Mr. Knud 
Holm Pedersen has resigned.~- The 
reason for the resignation is that he 
has some other work coming up in 
1987 where he cannot foresee any 
spare time to operate the Scandina- 
vian News. It is with regret that we 
have accepted his resignation. At this 
time we are looking for a new 
Manager to take over where Knud 
Holm Pedersen left off.

All adults in Sweden are being in- 
vited to participate in @ national com- 
puter training program - the biggest 
adult education project the country 
has ever launched. 

A large scale experimental program 
is currently underway to teach adults 
with limited schooling how to use 
computers. its purpose is to give such 
people a better chance to perform 
well on the job and compete in the 
labour market as the new information 
technology becomes widespread. 

Without a major adult education 
program, there is a danger that a large

LAPPS’ LIVELIHOOD 
IN DANGER

VILHELMINA, Swedish Lappland 


Since the Chernobyl disaster, huge 
amounts of radioactive Cesium 137 
have been found in the reindeer tradi- 
tionally herded by the Lapps, and a 
five-year ban on the slaughter of the 
animals for meat has been imposed. 

Deprived of income from the tradi- 
tional autumn slaughter, many 

‘families are faced with having to 
move into towns and register for 
unemployment benefits. 

Mass graves are being dug to take 
the carcasses of an estimated 
40,000 reindeer, many with up to 
15,000 becquerels of césium per 
kilogram of flesh, absorbed from the 
plants they eat. The acceptable limit 
in Sweden is 300. 

Authorities estimate that 100,000 
reindeer will have to be killed over the 
next five years, and ‘’no one knows 
whether traditional herding of 
reindeer or even Lapp culture will be 
able to withstand the shock,’’ said a 
spokesman for Vilhelmina municipal 
council. 

A meeting of Lapps at Klimpfjall, 
near Vilhelmina, saw tearful and 
angry criticism of the Swedish 
Government for not demanding com- 
pensation from the Soviet Union. 

Herdsman Ragnar Nilsson asked: 
“‘How on earth are we going to sur- 
vive? Do we have any future? We’ve 
lived on reindeer herding for as long as 
| can remember. It’s a hard life at the 
best of times, but it’s our way and | 
don’t want to be forced to give it up.”’

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DR. CHRIS HALE WORKS ON AKSEL SANDEMOSE PROJECT

Dr. Chris Hale is working on a pro- 
ject following up on the life and works 
of Aksel Sandemose, a Danish-Nor- 
wegian writer of the period 
1899-1965; he wrote many novels 
which are popular in the Scandinavian 
Countries, but little is known outside. 
Aksel visited Western Canada in 
1927, when he travelled to observe 
the life of the Scandinavian im- 
migrants. While here he wrote articles 
for a Norwegian paper about life on 
the prairies. On his return to Denmark 
he wrote three novels, the first in 
Danish, the other two in Norwegian. 
He emigrated to Norway in 1930 
where he continued to live. 

While in Canada, Aksel Sandemose 
visited Winnipeg, Manitoba, Redvers

Dr. Hale is presently on sabbatical 
leave, spending a year studying the 
travels of Aksel Sandemose in Alber- 
ta. He plans to write a monograph of 
the study of Aksel’s Canadian ex- 
periences and how they are reflected 
in his novels. 

Professor Hale will translate the 
Danish novel ‘‘Ross Dane’’ into 
English, and possibly the other two 
novels at a later date. None of these 
books have ever been translated. 

While Prof. Hale is on sabbatical his 
classes will be ably handled by Prof. 
Jim Manis, of the U. of Washington. 
He will be lecturing on Scandinavian 
Literature, Norwegian classes, and an 
addition, Swedish Language classes. 
The Swedish course is offered for the

Rye cookies are a Christmas tradition in Finland. They are rounds with 
slightly off-centre holes cut in them. 


% cup all-purpose flour, unsifted 


% cup (% lb.) butter or margarine, cut in pieces 


Stir the flours together with salt and sugar in a mixing bowl. Add but- 
ter and rub with your fingers until mixture resembles fine crumbs. Add 
the milk, 1 tablespoon at a time, stirring with a fork until a stiff dough is 
formed. Gather together and press into a ball. Chill. Then roll a portion at 
a time on a floured board or pastry cloth to about 1/8-inch thickness. Cut 
rounds with a 2-inch cooky cutter. Using a tiny round cutter (%-inch 
diameter - you can use the cap from a food colouring or flavouring 
bottle), cut a hole slightly off-centre. Prick each cooky several times with 
a fork and place on lightly greased baking sheets, slightly apart. Bake ina 
375° oven for 8 to 10 minutes or until cookies are firm when touched. 


Cool on wire racks. Store airtight at room temperature for 2 or 3 days; 
3 freeze for longer storage. Makes about 2 dozen. =

There is no real reason for a cup of warming brew when you consider 
how it might take the chill from a spring or summer eve or bring a feeling 
of comfort when held by winter-nipped hands.

A wine-based punch, spiced and 
often fortified with even stronger liquids, glogg comes in as great a varie- 
ty as do cooks. For occasions where a non-alcoholic beverage is more

celebration. 


Flaming Glégg 
This quickly assembled glogg combines wine and several spirits to feed 
the lively flame. You warm the liquid in the kitchen but bring it out before 
guests to set afire, ladling the blazing punch over melting sugar cubes. 


1 bottle (4/5 qt.) dry red wine 
1 cup dry Sherry 
1 cup Vodka 
10 to 15 whole cloves 
1 cinnamon stick, 2 to 3 inches long 
About % cup sugar cubes 
About % cup each raisins and whole almonds 


In an attractive 3-quart saucepan or kettle combine wine, Sherry; 
vodka, cloves and cinnamon stick. Place over moderate heat until just 
hot enough to still sip comfortably; do not boil. 3 
Remove from heat and present for flaming before your guests (do not 

set pan beneath an exhaust fan or anything that can catch fire). voice 3g 
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as many sugar cubes as possible in a slotted spoon or ladle and dip quick- 

ly into glogg. Lift out at once; hold a lighted match close to surface of 
punch to set aflame. Then spoon glogg frequently over cubes to mon 3g 
sugar and maintain flame (agitating the liquid releases the alcohol fumes 
that burn). Add any remaining sugar to ladle and melt by tha same 
technique or simply stir into glogg. 

You can serve the glogg as it flames; keep it warm on an electric warm- 
ing tray or over a candle until all is served. Add a few raisins and almonds 

to each individual cup. You might offer small spoons for dipping almonds 
and raisins out of cups to eat after the glogg is sipped. Makes 5 cups or 

10 servings of %-cup-sized portions.

As part of a Graduate Diploma pro- 
gram in TESL, my wife, Louise, spent 
the past May and June teaching 
English in Kangwon University and a 
Boys’ School in the beautiful city of 
Chuncheon, South Korea. 

During this time, she lived with a 
Korean family which consisted of 
husband and wife, four children, rang- 
ing in age from 14 to 21, and the hus- 
band’s parents. As part of her role she 
was expected to help tutor the 
children in English whenever time 
was available. 

Korean students work very hard, 
often getting no more than four 
hours’ sleep a night; this is especially 
true among high school students who 
must compete fiercely for the limited 
capacities of their universities. 

On many weekends Louise travel- 
led two hours by train to Seoul where 
she was billeted with another family 
- that of Professor Yun-Sup Lee. He 
and his wife are members of the 
University of Alberta Alumni Associa- 
tion in Korea. 

Korea was found to be a rapidly 
developing country - very beautiful, 
impressive and hospitable - populated 
by hard-working people. Before her 
tenure was completed, Louise’s 


.Chuncheon host (also a Mr. Lee) had 


a dressmaker sew a beautiful ‘Hand- 
bok’, traditional Korean costume, and 
presented it to her before her depar- 
ture. 

After spending a few days in 
Tokyo, Kyota and Nara in Japan, | 
joined Louise in Korea during the last 
week of June. At this time we toured 
southward to Taequ and Pusan, the 
only Korean city to remain undamag- 
ed by the 1950-53 conflict. 

We then took part in a four-day 
“Living English Camp’’ attended by 
fifty Korean University students and 
located in a picturesque rural setting 
in the mountains outside Chuncheon.

watching them skin eels alive in the 
same market. 
the wildest bus ride imaginable for 
twenty hours through Malaipia, an 
experience not to be missed, but 
likely never to be repeated. 
having a startled 12-inch lizard fall 
on my head in the bathroom on Koh 
Samui Island, and another smaller 
one fall from the ceiling onto 
Louise’s legs while sleeping. 
finding my leather belt half eaten by 
a rat during one night on Bali. 
the agony of pounded muscles from 
a Balinese massage on Kuta Beach.

Nordic Ministers Discuss 
Increased Cooperation on 
Migration Issues 


STOCKHOLM - Of an estimated 
650,000 foreign citizens currently 
living in the five Nordic countries, 
390,000 live in Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark have approximately 
100,000 each, Finland 17,000 and 
Iceland 3,500, according to figures 
presented at the recent ministerial- 
level Nordic meeting on migration 
issues held in Helsinki. 

A significant portion of the foreign 
citizens are inter-Nordic immigrants, 
with Finn sh citizens making up the 
largest such population. Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden also experienc- 
ed sizeable influxes of guest workers 
during the late 1960s and early 
1970s, many of whom have become 
permanent residents. A steady 
largely from 
countries outside Europe, is currently 
teaching these three countries as 


‘well. By international standards the 


Nordic countries provide their im- 
migrants with extensive rights and 
services. 

Designed to promote the exchange 
of information on current migration 
problems in Scandinavia and on the 
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situation of immigrants in the Nordic 
countries, the meeting was the first 
of its kind. The meeting was held 
under the leadership of Finnish 
Minister of Labour, Urpo Leppanen, 
with Danish Minister of Interior, Knud 
Engaard, Norwegian Minister of 
Leif Haraldseth, Sweden's 
Immigration, Georg 
Andersson and Olafur Steffansson of 
the Icelandic Ministry of Justice par- 
ticipating. A mutual desire was ex- 
pressed for intensified Nordic 
cooperation in this field. 

In the statement from the meeting, 
the Ministers noted both the positive 
effects of migration and the problems 
often faced by immigrants. They call- 
ed for increased attention to the latter 
and for renewed effort to combat the 
emergence of hostile attitudes 
towards immigrants in the Nordic na- 
tions. The Ministers also agreed that 
effective cooperation with regard to 
immigration and minority research, 
statistics and documentation should 
be furthered, and that remaining bar- 
riers to inter-Nordic migration should 
be eliminated.

In Memory Of 
LYDIA TAGSETH 


Lydia Tagseth was born at 
Gjesdal, near Aalgaard, Norway in 
1896. As a baby, she was orphan- 
ed, and was raised by a relative. 
At sixteen, along with three girl 
friends, she emigrated to Canada, 
In 1916, she married Matias Cor- 
nelius Rosefel Tagseth (born at 
Eidsaa, near Aalesund, Norway), 
and lived on a farm west of 
Bulyea, Saskatchewan. 

Lydia’s husband became an 
agent for the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool and worked in Bulyea, 
Hatfield; Wakaw, Leslie, Middle 
Lake, and Burton Lake. They 
retired to Hatfield, where they ran 
a grocery store and Post Office.

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NOBEL PRIZES

ALFRED BERNHARD NOBEL was 
born in Stockholm, Sweden, on Oc- 
tober 21, 1833. His father, Im- 
manuel, was an inventor and engineer 
who made munitions and explosives. 
Alfred was educated in Russia. When 
he was 17 years old he was sent by 
his father on a 2-year study tour that 
included a brief visit to New York Ci- 
ty. Most of his time was spent in Paris 
where he _ studied chemistry. He 
returned to Russia and went to work 
with his father. In 1863, at the age of 
30, he patented a mixture of 
_ nitroglycerine and gunpowder. Three 
years later, in 1866, he invented 
dynamite. Eight years later he produc- 
ed an even more powerful explosive 
called blasting gelatin. During his 
lifetime Nobel took out more than 
100 patents. 

Nobel's business affairs made him a 
man of the world, but he seems to 
have been a quiet man who usually 

. chose to be by himself. He never mar- 
ried, nor did he settle in one place for 
very long. He lived mostly in various 
European countries. Only during the 
last three years of his life did he have 
a home in his native Sweden. At his 
death in 1986, Nobel had amassed a 
fortune of millions of which he left 
$9,200,000 fo set up a fund for the 
Nobel prizes. The prizes are awarded 
under the provisions of the will ‘‘to 
those persons who have contributed 
most materially to the benefit of 
mankind during the year immediately 
preceding’’. The interest is divided in- 
to six equal amounts - to the person 
who has made the most important 
discovery or invention in physics; the 
most important discovery or improve- 
ment in chemistry; to the person who 
has produced the most distinguished 
work in the field of literature; to the 
person who has made the most im- 
portant discovery in physiology or 
medicine, and in economics; and to 
the person who has done the most to 
promote the fraternity of nations and 
promoting peace. 

The Prize-awarding institutions are: 
The Swedish Academy of Science for 
physics and chemistry; 

The Carolinian Medico-Surgical In- 
stitute, Stockholm, for physiology 
and medicine; 

The Swedish Academy for literature 
and economics; 

The Nobel Committee of. the 
Norwegian Storting, for Peace. 

Proposals for the awarding of prizes 
may be made by the continental 
scientific and art societies, govern- 
ment circles, or past recipients, and a 
committee selects the people most 
deserving of the awards. 

The presentation of the prizes 
awarded takes the form of a solemn 
and dignified function on December 
10th, the scientific and literary prizes 
being presented in Stockholm and the 
Peace Prize in Oslo, Norway. 

No peace awards were made during 
the war years, from 1940 to 1944, 
nor in 1914.

UTHSIDE SUBARU 
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PORPHYRY 


In 1772 the crops froze. 
In 1773 many died. 


The above lines are carved over the 
door to an old granuary, in the pro- 
vince of Dalecarlia in the centre of 
Sweden. 

In preindustrial Sweden a meagre 
harvest was indeed a very serious 
matter. During the crop-failure in the 
18th century, large groups of people 
who were out of work and beggars, 
sought their way from Alvdalen in the 
north of Dalecarlia to the richer parts 
further south. The authorities did seek 
to lessen the acute famine through 
distributing grain to the starving but in 
order to reach a more lasting solution 
natural resources were sought which 
would give the population a chance to 
make a living. Often this meant 
something to do with minerals: iron, 
copper or silver. However no such 
minerals of importance occurred in 
the impoverished Alvdalen but in- 
stead a wonderful stone was 
discovered - porphyry. 

Porphyry is an extremely hard type 
of stone. Traditionally a special scale 
is used to indicate the degree of hard- 
ness. This scale is graded from one to 
ten and porphyry reaches number 
seven. 

The colour of porphyry is usually 
either red, violet-red, brownish-red or 
black and sprinkled with crystals in 
white or pink. When cut and polished 
the deep colour of porphyry in addi- 
tion to the hardness of the material 
causes the surface to take on a very 
characterisitc gleam. 

The word porphyry derives from the 
Greek and means purple. |n ancient 
times the stone was extremely 
sought after. The oldest porphyry 
quarries were to be found in Egypt 
near the Red Sea. To this day the old 
roads of transport can be traced 
through the desert up to the Nile and 


Alexandria. Cleopatra of Egypt, the . 


Emperor of Rome, the Popes of the 
Middle Ages, the Medici of Florence, 
the Cardinals Richelieu and Mazarin, 
Napoleon - all, surrounded 
themselves with beautiful objects of 
porphyry, where the colour of the 
material - purple - would give an extra 
stress to mark the importance of the 
owner. The traditional royal colour 
had initially been azure-blue. 
Cleopatra changed the symbolic col- 
our to red and had the walls of her 
banqueting hall in Alexandria covered 
in porphyry. The Roman emperors 
continued the use of the red stone. 
Bathtubs of porphyry were most 
popular. In the Eastern Roman Em- 
pire, the material was especially used 
to mark the importance of the 
emperor. In the palace of Constan- 
tinople a special delivery-room was 
designed for the empress where walls 
and floor were covered in porphyry. 
The princes born in this room were 
bestowed the extra title ‘‘born to the 
purple’. 

The ancient mining of porphyry was 
concentrated in the Egyptian quarries. 
During the Middle Ages the impor- 
tance of porphyry to Europe was 
discontinued and recourse had to be 
taken to reuse of the existing 
material. Since the fashion was to 
bury ecclesiastical princes in sar- 
cophagi of porphyry, a great number 
of roman bath-tubs were rebuilt and 
elevated*to the new status of papal 
sarcophagi. There are several oc- 
curances of porphyry in several 
places in Europe but it is only in 
Sweden - in Alvdalen - that the 
material has been subject to any min- 
ing and working of importance. 

The Swedish porphyry occurences 
were discovered in the 1730's by a 
vicar in Alvdalen, but half a century 
was to pass before the working of 
porphyry objects was in progress.

The Swedish councellor of the realm, 
Nils Adam Bielke, formed - together 
with ten other men - a company for 
the working of porphyry. The first ob- 
ject to be delivered was an urn which 
was given to Gustavus Ill who had 
become interested in porphyry during 
his Italian journey in 1783-1784. He 
planned to make use of the exclusive 
material when decorating his new 
pavilion at Haga but the deliveries had 
only just begun when the royal 
murder at the opera-house put an end 
to this era. 

Several Swedish artists had already 
been engaged to make designs for the 
exclusive material. Some of them, 
namely Johan Tobias Sergel and 
Louis Masreliez were also for a time 
members of the board of directors of 
the prophyry-works. Since at the 
time, classicism was the fashion, por- 
phyry objects such as urns, vases, 
candelabra, borrowed their shapes 
from classical ancient times. 

During the years 1818 to 1856 the 
porphyry-works of Alvdalen were in 
royal ownership, as the plant was 
bought by the first of the Bernadotte 
kings on the throne of Sweden - Karl 
XIV Johan, Charles XIV. As 
Napoleon’s general and Marshall of 
France, Bernadotte had been inspired 
by the art of interior decoration in 
Napoleon’s Paris. Now he wanted to 
give the same imperial lustre to the 
Swedish court. 

Porphyry was a very suitable 
material indeed to express the 
masculine ideals of the_ interior 
decoration of the time - classical 
form, polished surfaces, guilded or- 
naments in bronze. Objects in the por- 
phyry material became some of the 
most appreciated artifacts of the 
time. Never before~or since have 
Swedish artifacts reached a higher 
level of quality and appreciation. Con- 
sequently, objects of porphyry 
became gifts of honour from Swedish 
kings to foreign Royal houses in the 
same manner the magnificent gifts of 
malachite were presented from the 
Russian czars.

One of the most exclusive gifts of 
state that has ever left Sweden was 
the tall urn - 4 meters - of porphyry 
that was presented to the Russian 
czar and which was installed in the 
Peterhof palace. Other large objects 
were delivered as Royal gifts’ of 
honour among others to the French 
King, King Maximilian of Bavaria and 
in connection with the World Exhibi- 
tion in London in 1851, to Queen Vic- 

_ toria. The most beautiful monumental 
object was the large urn that has been 
installed outside the small pavilion of 
Rosendal in Djurgraden in Stockholm. 
The urn weighs 9,5 tons and has a 
diameter of approximately 3,5 meters 
and is executed in a pale red material 
related to porphyry called ‘‘granitell’’. 
The shape is copied from an antique 
urn which was discovered at the ex- 
cavations of Pompeij and Her- 
culaneum. 


The most famous of the products of 
the porphyry-works was the sar- 
cophagus of Karl XIV Johan. This im- 
portant piece had ancient traditions. It 
was modelled after the sarcophagus 
in Ancient Rome. Eight years were 
needed to create the mausoleum 
which weighed 16 tons. The 
transportation from Alvdalen was per- 
formed by 180 Dalecarlians who pull- 
ed the coffin and its cover on two 
large sleighs. The workers were well 

_ entertained during the journey with 
fiddlers playing and for extra strength 
a cup of aquavit was offered prior to 
every up-hill push. Today the sar- 
cophagus stands in the Bernadotte 
crypt in the church of Riddarholmen in 
Stockholm. 


The sarcophagus was the last of 
the great orders during the Bernadotte 
era. In 1856 the Royal family sold the 
porphyry-works and ten years later it 
was destroyed by fire. In spite of ef- 
forts to reopen the works it never 
reassumed its old importance and to- 
day all manufacturing has ceased. 

Some of the machines which were 
rescued from the fire were reinstalled 
and are now on exhibit.

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NEW SLUICE GATE FOR 
AUTOMATIC CONTROL 
OF WATER LEVELS 
IN DAMS 


A sluice gate for automatic control 
of the level of water and other liquids 
in dams, purifying plants and industri- — 
al tanks has been developed by Vat- 
tenkraftkonsult AB, Falun, central 
Sweden. The new device is said to be 
unique in that predetermined levels can 
be achieved without using any external 
source of energy, thus eliminating the 
malfunction risks inherent in gates 
operated by electricity or other forms of 
energy. 

The operating principle of Vattenkraf- 
tkonsult’s sluice gate is that it releases 
more fluid the higher the level in the 
dam or tank. As soon as the level 
returns to the required norm, the sluice 
gate is raised again since the pressure 
on it is reduced. 

The  well-protected = spring 
mechanisms of the new sluice gate, in 
combination with the simplicity of its 
design, are said to ensure that floating 
objects will not damage the device. 
Easy to install, the gate requires only a 
minimum of maintenance and adjust- 
ment, the company says. 

Made of stainless steel, the sluice 
gate is 2 m wide. It can be installed as a 
single gate or in a series of several units.

STOCKHOLM - Registrations of 
new cars in Sweden during the first 
ten months of the year amounted to 
224,776, a decline of 0.7% com- 
pared with January-October 1985, 
according to Statistics Sweden. In 
October, sales were up 13.9% to 
29,596 cars, compared with the 
same month last year. 
highest October figure since 1976. 

For lorries, January-October 
registrations were up by 6.4% to 
19,566 units. The number of cars in 
-traffic at the end of October was 
3,268,066, an increase of 3% com- 
pared with the same date in 1985, 
while lorries were up 5% to 
232,569.

Swedish Minister of Energy 
TEST BAN TREATY FIRST 
STEP IN PREVENTION 
OF NUCLEAR WINTER 


The Chernobyl disaster and the 
Challenger accident have demonstrated 
how fragile the security is that rests 
solely on complex technology, par- 
ticularly if the latter is handled by people 
and organizations lacking in responsibili- 
ty and care for thier fellow humans, said 
Sweden’s Minister of Energy, Birgitta 
Dahl when addressing a seminar on 
nuclear winter in Stockholm. 

An initial step in order to halt the arms 
race would be to put an end to all 
nuclear arms tests, Mrs. Dahl went on 
to say, adding that Sweden - together 
with other nations participating in the 
so-called five-continent initiative - has 
offered to monitor a test ban treaty. The 
second step would be to prevent an 
arms race in space and to urge the 
superpowers to agree upon an end to 
tests with anti-satellite weapons, she 
said. 

The nuclear winter that would follow 
a nuclear war is the most terrifying ex-

The Swedish State Railways (SJ) has 
placed an order for a fleet of 20 high- 
speed train sets with Asea Traction, a 
member of Sweden's electrical 
engineering group ASEA.
